F^Or feveral years laft pad it has been obferved, that 
many Ships bound up the Channel, have by mi- 
ftake fallen to the Northward of Stilly, and run up 
the Brijiol Channel or Severs Sea, not without great 
danger, and the lofs of many of them. The reafon of 
it is, without difpute, from the Change of the Variati- 
on of the Comparand the Latitude of the Lizard and 
Stilly laid down too far Northerly by near 5 Leagues* 
For from undoubted obfervation the Lizard lies in 49 
55', the middle of Stilly due Weft therefrom, and the 
South part Jhi^reof neareft 49° . 50'. whereas in moft 
Charts and Books of Navigation they are laid down 
to the Northward o£ 50° : and in fouie full 50° . 10. 
Nor was this without a good effect as long as the Va- 
riation continued Eaftcrly, as it was when the Charts 
were made. But fince it is beco ne coaliierably Wcfler- 
ly, ("as it has been ever fines the year 1657J) and is at 
prefent about 7 i degrees $ all ihips Handing in, 
out of ihe Q:can, Eaft by Compafs, go two thirds of 
a Po nt to the Northward of their true Courfe, and in 
every eighty Miles they foil, alter their Latitude about 
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ten minutes $ fb that if they mifs an obfervation for 
two or three days, and do not, allow for this Variation, 
they fail not to fall to the Northward of their expe&a- 
tion,efpecially if they reckon Scilly in above 50 "degrees. 
This has been by feme attributed to the Indraught of 
St Georges Channel, the Tyde of Flood being fup^ofed 
to fet more to the Northward , than is compenfated 
by the Ebb feiting out.But the Variation being allowed, 
it hath been found that the faid Indraught isnot fallible, 
and that Ships (leering two Watches E b S for one Eaft, 
do exaftly keep their Parallel. This pra&ice is there- 
fore recommended to all Maftersof Ships, who arc 
unacquainted with the allowances to be made for the 
Variation 3, as alfo that they come in,out of the Sea, on 
a Parallel, not more Northerly than 49° . 4"o v which 
will bring them fair by the Lizard* 
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
